LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
March 13 (UPI)—Maj. Gen. Jo- 
seph Mobutu’'s forces captured 
three companies of pro-Lumum- 
ba troops in an offensive near 
the Oriental province border, the 
Congolese Foreign Ministry an- 
nounced today. 

Mobutu’s long-expected drive 
was coupled with reports from 
Stanleyville that Antoine Gizen- 
ga was being eased out as boss 
of Oriental province, which is 
in the hands of followers of the 
| late ex-Premier Patrice Lumum- 
| ba. 

The announcement said one 
_Lumumbist company was trapped 
| in the town of Mondombe, about 
300 miles southeast of Coquilhat- 
| ville, in Equatorial province. 
| Mobutu’s force of 1200 soldiers 
| then pushed on to the town of 
| Ikela, 40 miles to the south, and 
| captured and disarmed two more 
companies. Dispatches from the 
bush country said his troops 
had. captured the Lumumbist 
stronghold. 

Number Not Disclosed. 

The government did not dis- 
close how many soldiers were 
captured by Mobutu’s forces. A 
Congolese company ranges from 
50 to 200 men. 

Mobutu’s troops have been in 
the aréa for weeks to prevent | 
Lumumbist forces from pushing 
farther into Equatorial province. 
Gen. Victor Lundula, head of 

mumbist forces, had sent re- | 
inforcements to the garrison at. 
| Ikela to protect Stanleyville from 
| an attack from the south, 
| In addition to the threat from | 
| Mobutu, Lundula faced a stiff | 
task in trying to stop his army 
and gendarmerie from going on 
|the rampage. The Stanleyville 
treasury is reported nearly emp- 
| ‘ty and officials are worried about 
how to pay their soldiers and 
security forces.

MOSCOW, March 13—A Soviet 
commentator yesterday bitterly 
denounced as treason the decision 


‘of Congolese leaders to form a 


federation of independent Congo 
states. 

The agreement, reached at the 
roundtable conference in the 
Malagasy Republic, was said by 
a writer in the Communist party 
newspaper Pravda to have been 
negotiated “behind the backs of 
the Congolese people” and to 
have “underwritten the plans of 
the colonizers to divide and rule.”

He added that the action taken 
at Tananarive was the “direct 
result of the shameful activity” 
of United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarskpold. 


Radio Also Assails Move. 


The Moscow radio also de- 
nounced the decisions of the con- 


ference and said they heighten 

the danger of civil war. In a 
broadcast beamed to Britain, it 
| said the conference agreed to 
matters “in defiance of the Con- 
go people's will.’ 

The Kremlin's reaction was 
not unexpetced in light of the 
fact that the meeting was not at- 
‘tended by Antoine Gizenga, 
leader of the Stanleyville regime 
which the Soviet bloc has re- 
cognized as the “only legitimate 
government of The Congo.” 

The Pravda article made it 
clear that the Soviet Union stood 
fast in its support of the Giz- 
enga regime, 
| Reaction of Washington. 

(In Washington, the State De- 
partment hailed the new con- 
federated government as a 
“serious effort’ toward peace, 
United Press International said. 
It publicly called on Gizenga to 
join it.

DID YE HEAR the news that’s 
goin’ ‘round? Saint Patrick’s 
very own day is almost here— 
Friday, to be exact — and it’s 
not one minute too soon to plan 
your party in honor of the good 
Saint. Do get in the spirit of 
the day, and use it as an excuse 
for fun foods for your family or 
guests. No reason why those 
“‘smilin’ eyes’ should be limited 
to the Irish. 

It is said that years ago in 
Ireland on Saint Patrick’s day 
the sons of Erin paid tribute to 
their patron saint with a ‘“‘Pat- 
rick’s Pot,” a gathering togeth- 
er of friends to share food and 
drink. Pub-keepers offered their 
patrons a free round of Pat- 
rick’s Pot; after that, celebrants 
were on their own. In hamlets 
too small to have an inn, the 
owner of the largest house was 
host for the festivities. Each 
guest brought his own food and 
drink and sat for an evening 
over the Patrick’s Pot. 


This pleasant tradition of a 
convivial evening with friends 
to celebrate March 17 certainly 
is one that should be continued. 
Perhaps you may want to fol- 
low the custom of assembling the 
Patrick’s Pot by having each 
guest bring a course of the meal; 
perhaps you may prefer to sup- 
ply the entire menu, For large 
party or family fun, here are 
recipes for main course, salad 
and dessert, all in the best tra- 
dition of the land of the lepre- 
chauns. 


CORNED BEEF has its day of 
days on March 17. You will note 
that it is featured in today’s 
‘Menu Based on Values.’ Here 
are several other ways to pre- 
pare it. Just remember that it 
needs long, slow moist cookery; 
should be simmered (but not 
boiled) in liquid, allowing about 
one hour per pound. Those are 
the basic rules; liquid, season- 
ings and glaze, if used, may be 
varied to suit individual tastes. 

In this recipe, the corned beef 
gets its superb flavor from the 
addition of spices and herbs. It 
is served with a hot mustard 
sauce for extra tang (warning 
this sauce is not for sissies). 


Corned Beef

Four to five pounds corned 
beef. 

One-half teaspoon whole cloves.

Exiled Premier 


In Laos Depends on U.S. 


PHNOM PENH, March 13 
(AP)—Former Premier Souvan- 
na Phouma of Laos said today 
that peace in his war-torn home- 
land depends on whether the 
United States Government will 
truly support real neutralism in 
Laos. 


Souvanna, who has agreed 
with a represéntative of tne 
Western-backed government of 
Prince Boun Oum to try to se- 
cure a truce between the pro- 
Communist: rebels and the gov- 
ernment forces, was critical of 
United States policy toward 
Laos in recent years. 

He said the United States had 
a chance to support neutralism 
for several years in Laos and 
again last year when he was Pre- 
mier. Instead the United States 
was cool to Souvanna’s efforts 
to form a coalition of the rebels 
and anti-Communist forces. 

Souvanna, who is in exile in 
this Cambodian capital, said he 
had had no reaction from the 
pro-Communist Pathet Lao guer- 
rillas to the program of neu- 
trality and peace negotiations 
he and the strongman of Boun 
Oum’s government, Gen. Phoumi 
Nosavan, agreed on last week. 
It was considered here the 
Pathet Lao silence could have 
serious implications in view of 
the rebels’ recent military suc- 
cesses in central Laos. 

In Vientiane, capital of Laos, 
Boun QOum’s government gave 
a vote of confidence today to

Souvanna’s efforts to bring po- 
litical and military peate to 
Laos. 

The government also named a 
delegation of three Cabinet min- 
isters to fly to Phnom Penh to- 
morrow for more talks with the 
self - exiled, Communist - backed 
Prince. 

The Cabinet resolution ap- 
proved the joint communique 
issued last Friday by Souvanna 
and Gen. Phoumi. The peace 
program outlined by the com 
munique included a neutral poli- 
cy for Laos and a meeting in 
Phnom Penh of representatives 
of the Boun Oum government, 
Prince Souvanna and of the pro- 
Communist Pathet Lao guerril- 
las. This conference is scheduled 
tentatively for next week. 

After the Cabinet meeting Boun 
Oum, Gen. Phoumi and other 


military leaders flew to Luang | 


Prabang to report the military 
and political situation to King 
Savang Vatthana. 

The government has suffered 
a series of defeats along the 
strategic Luang Prabang-Vien- 
tiane highway since March 7. 
Military sources said the situa- 
tion ‘today was ‘confused, with 
fighting occurring between Mu- 
ong Kassy and Vang Vieng, 69 
miles north of Vientiane. 

The rebel radio claimed today 
that rebel forces had attacked 
a truck convoy north of Vietiane, 
killing or wounding 10 govern- 
ment soldiers.

5 DENY GUILT 
AS BRITISH SPY 
TRIAL BEGINS 


LONDON, March 13 (AP) — 
An American couple and three 


others charged with stealing 


naval secrets and passing them 
on to the Russians pleaded not 
guilty at the opening of their 
trial today. 

The trial is being held in the 
main courtroom of Old Bailey 
before Lord Parker, the chief 
justice. 

The accused are: 


Gordon A. Lonsdale, 37 years 
old, a London company directar 
holding a Canadian passport but 
believed by the government to 
be a Russian. 


Peter John Kroger, 50, book- 
seller, and his wife, 47. (The 
United States Federal Bureau of 
Investigation says they really 
are Morris Cohen and his wife, 
Lola, American citizens and for- 
mer residents of New York 
City.) 

Harry Frederick Houghton, 55, 
and his fiancee, Ethel Elizabeth 
Gee, 46, both British civil ser- 
vants. 

Submarine Secrets. 

The government charges they 
stole secrets from the Royal 
Navy’s underwater weapons base 
at Portland, where Miss Gee 
worked, and passed them to 
Moscow over a radio transmitter 
hidden in the Krogers’ home. 

Among the secfets which came 
into their hands, the prosecution 
charges, were drawing of Dread- 
nought, the British nuclear sub- 
marine based on designs sup- 
plied by the United States. 

The attorney general, Sir Re- 
ginald Manningham - Buller, 
headed the prosecution. A jury 
of 12 was quickly chosen. 

The gévernment contends that 
Houghton and Miss Gee passed 
secret information to Lonsdale, 
who relayed it to the ring’s com- 
munication center, the bungalow 
in suburban Ruislip occupied by 
the Krogers. 

The prosecution said Lonsdale 
passed himself. off as ‘‘Com. 
Alex Johnson, assistant naval 
attache at the American em- 
bassy in London.”’ 

In the courtroom crowd were 
British counter-intelligence agents 
called to testify. They were to 
be identified only by letters of 
the alphabet when called to the 
witness box. 

Western Agents Present. 

Intelligence officers from sev- 
eral Western countries including 
the United States were believed 
to be attending as observers. 

Every seat in the courtroom 
was allocated. Special passes 
were required. 

The trial is expected to last a 
week. Conviction carries a min- 
imum penalty of three years and 
a maximum of seven. 

The five were arrested Jan. 7. 
At a preliminary hearing last 
month, the prosecution told of 
elaborate espionage apparatus in- 
cluding. devices for producing 
microscopic copies of messages 
and Chinese scrolls containing 
secret compartments.

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Public Hearings on Land Use 
In County to Begin Next Month: 
Revised Plan to Go to Council 


At Least 12 Meetings to Be Held 
After Maps Are Printed— Director 
Says Some Program Must Be Adopted 
to Avoid Costly Mistakes.

Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 
(SECOND IN A SERIES.) 

A PROPOSED land use plan, regarded by St. Louis county 
officials as the most effective weapon for cutting through numerous 
problems caused by the county’s rapid growth, will be discussed 
at public hearings starting next month. 

County Planning Director Hermann F. Wagner said today 
that at least 12 meetings will be held in various parts of the 
county by the Planning Commission. After revisions, the plan will 
be submitted to the County Council for adoption. 


Meeting places and dates will 
be determiried after maps illus- 
trating the plan are received from 
the printer, Wagner said. 

Purpose of the land use plan 
is to prepare the county and its 
98 municipalities for orderly de- 
velopment in the next 20 years. 
In that period, the population is 
expected to reach at least 1,175,- 
000, or about a 67 per cent in- 


residents. : 

Unless the present haphazard 
growth is channeled into a co- 
ordinated pattern, urban plan- 
ners have warned, the county will 
never have the broadened tax 
base necessary to meet skyrock- 
eting school and government 
costs. 

THE PROPOSED plan, costing 
$130,000, was completed 13 


months ago by Harland Bartholo- 
mew & Associates, city planners. 
Since then, Wagner’s staff has 
been busy preparing the maps 
now being printed, which show 
in detail how the plan would af- 
fect land uses. 

The county’s problems have 
worsened even since the plan 
was finished. says William L. 
Weismantel, Bartholomew staff 
member who was resident plan- 
ner for the project. 

“Commercial construc- 
struction, measured by dollar 
volume of all building permits 
in the unincorporated areas, 
last year increased by 92 per 
cent over 1959, and residential 
building dropped by 7 per cent,”’ 
Weismantel said. 

“This sounds like important, 
dynamic progress, but the actual 
truth is, most of the homes, 
stores, apartments and factories 
were built in the wrong places,” 
he said.

‘No’ to the Constables 


Efforts currently are being made 
by the 10 St. Louis constables to 
have their salaries raised from 
$7000 per year to $8600 per year. 
The reason asserted for this in- 
crease was that they had received 
no pay raise since 1957, during 
which time the number of City 
Magistrate Court cases has in- 
creased. 


In 1957 there were 22,927 cases 
filed in that court; in 1960 the 
number was 24,831. This represents 
an increase of 1904 cases per year 
over the three-year period. Assum- 
ing that in one out of four cases 
there were two defendants, the to- 
tal number of new summonses per 
year would be 2380. 


There are 10 constables in the 
city, each of whom has two deputy 
. constables. Therefore, this _in- 
creased ‘“‘work load” could be 
borne 30 ways, giving each man 
an additional 7224 summonses per 
year to serve; on the basis of 50 
weeks per year at five days each, 
this figure may be further reduced 
to approximately 4 of a summons 
per day as a daily ‘‘work load” 
increment. 


Such an increase in effort is not 
equal in value to the pay increases 
of $1600 per year per constable and 
$360 per year per deputy that are 
sought. Indeed, even if each sum- 
mons in the 24,831 cases filed in 
1960 had been served—a hypothesis 
not achieved—it would have meant 
® mere 827.7 summonses served by 
each constable or deputy for the 
year, or 3.31 summonses served by 
ach officer per day in a 250 work- 
‘day year. 2 
» The present constable’s salary of 
$7000 per year is more than ade- 
quate compensation for serving 
.3.31.summonses per day. What was 
not stated in the news article was 
that the law does not require the 
St. Louis Constables or their depu- 
ties to devote full time to their of- 
ficial duties. Neither was mention 
made that their salaries are in ad- 
dition to emoluments received for 
serving writs, with or without spe- 
cial favors, by those constables or 
deputies who accept them. 

In 1959 the Bar Association of St. 
Louis sponsored a bill that was in- 
troduced in that year’s Legislature 
which would have eliminated the 
city’s constables as they now exist. 
To the undersigned’s knowledge, 
no hearings were held thereon. 


This letter is merely one taxpay- 
er’s protest that legislative irre- 
sponsibility will not go so far as 
to permit the fattening of these 
$7000 plums, and that at some im- 
probable time in the future a con- 
scientious Legislature will give 
consideration to their elimination.

Job for the G.O.P. 


The 11 Republican candidates for the Board 
of Aldermen can play a vital educational role 
in the April election. They ought to develop 
a serious discussion of municipal issues at 
the ward level, particularly of issues relating 
to the performance of the Democratic alder- 
manic majority. 

One such issue is the Democratic majority’s

Among the Democrats seeking re-election 
who voted to let Mr. Harris continue blocking 
this important anti-recession measure were 
Curry (Fifth), Lawson (Nineteenth) and Rod- 
dy (Seventeenth). Lame-duck Democrats Gas- 
sel (First) and Noel (Twenty-seventh) also 
supported Harris, as did aldermen in two 
wards where the Republicans failed to file 
candidates, Leisure (Seventh) and O’Shea 
(Fifteenth ). 

Spot-zoning also is an issue. In recent 
weeks especially the Democratic majority has 
over-ridden Mayor Tucker’s vetoes of zoning 
measures that the Plan Commission said were 
bad, including one in the Twenty-third Ward. 
In addition the Aldermen have over-ridden 
vetoes of bills permitting office buildings in 
multiple family districts, and permitting 
three-family occupancy in two-family districts. 

Traffic and transit are other matters where 
aldermanic decisions can adversely affect 


neighborhoods. Mayor Tucker’s bill for pub-. 


lic ownership of the transit system was killed 
but no responsible effort was made by the 
Democrats to provide a suitable alternative. 
And the Traffic Commissioner still does not 
have ideal control over traffic control devices. 

The Republican aldermanic candidates ad- 
mittedly start off with the odds against them. 
But they have revelant issues galore at their 
disposal and they would serve the public in- 
terest by making the most of them. 


Wee People in Illinois 


The mathematics of the reported college 
craze to see how many students can be stuffed 
into a bunk bed are amazing. Students at 
Northern Illinois University at De Kalb say 
they put 124 youths into a space 38 inches 
wide, 55 inches high and 72 inches long; at 
least half of each youth was said to have 
been within the frame of the bunk. This 
would be equivalent to 62 full youths. The 
size of the space is approximately 87 cubic 
feet, or about 1.4 cubic feet per youth. Allow- 
ing something for the malleability of youth, 
it still is difficult to see how a student could 
be compressed into an area some 17 inches 
by 12 inches by 12 inches. We must con- 
clude either that the population of Northern 
Illinois University is composed of extra-small 
midgets or that the students were caught in 
such a tight squeeze that they could not 
count. 


Four Years of Campaigning 


In saying that the Republicans should be 
given equal time on the air if President Ken- 
nedy delivers his proposed “fireside chats,” 
Doris Fleeson seems to be suggesting a rather 
sweeping innovation. It is well settled, of 
course, that in a political campaign both par- 
ties—or both candidates—should have equal 
opportunities to address the voters. But can 
—and should—the “equal time” rule be as 
scrupulously applied once a man has been 
elected to office? 


His opponents certainly should not be 
silenced, nor are they. One of the functions 
of the Congress is that of providing a forum 
for debate. Yet this is not a debate of 
measured equality since the. voters them- 
selves send more men of one party than of 
another to Capitol Hill. 


By virtue of his office the President per- 
force addresses the people as well as their 
legislators on many occasions. And when 
he does so he is expected to speak as the 
President of all the people—and generally 
this is kept in mind. The idea that ‘he is to be 
answered politically every time—and under 
the same conditions—sounds more like a 
bid for free TV time than a serious contribu- 
tion to political debate. The “equal time” 
rule properly applies only to strictly political 
speeches during an election campaign. 

‘ Opponents of the President, whether Re- 
publican or Democratic, have never lacked 
opportunities for making their viewpoints 
heard. They do not lack them now. But let’s 
think twice about the undignified prospect 
of a formal rejoinder to every word from 
the White House. That would mean four years 


of campaigning instead of responsible gov- 
ernment. 


Democracy in New Hampshire 


The New England town meeting, which has 
been advertised around the world as an ex- 
ample of democracy, in action, has been 
given a black eye by the New Hampshire 
Council on World Affairs. The Council in- 
vited 25 members of the Foreign Press Asso- 
ciation in New York to visit the state, and 
then cancelled the invitation when it was dis- 
covered that four of the reporters were from 
Communist countries. 

This is the state that kept Dr. Willard 
Uphaus in jail for a year for refusing to 
divulge the names of persons who attended 
a camp, and those who blamed Gov. Wesley 
Powell and his zealous attorney general in 
the Uphaus case had perhaps better take 
anether look at New Hampshire. 

What is democracy, anyway? It is sup- 
posed to be exemplified at the town meeting 
because there the citizens can get up and say 
their piece, no matter how unpopular, and 


then demonstrate their good will by abiding 
by the majority decision. But the right of 
dissent in New Hampshire is obviously lim- 
ited, nor is New Hampshire democracy in 
this case willing to stand scrutiny by all 
comers, friend or foe. Cannot New Hamp- 
shire do better than that? 


Russians on the Spot in Laos 


A suggestion that influential elements in 
Laos are much opposed to Communism is 
found in the aftermath of another govern- 
ment defeat at the hands of pro-Communist 
rebels. The defeat prompted the dispatch of 
a government delegation to confer with neu- 
tralist Prince Souvanna Phouma, who is in 
self-imposed exile in Cambodia. The rebels, 
who have Soviet arms, claim the Prince is 
still the legal Premier of Laos. But the Prince 
is fearful of growing Communist strength, 
and the Western-backed government appar- 
ently is also. 

Prince Souvanna already has agreed with 
Gen. Phoumi Nosavan, deputy premier of the 
government, on a program aimed at making 
Laos neutral and independent. He has under- 
taken to urge this program on his Soviet- 
backed supporters, who exercise considerable 
control in the north. It is to be hoped that 
Laotian leaders who want to prevent a Com- 
munist take-over will address themselves as 
soon as possible to this four-point program: 

1. Speedy organization of the commission 
of three neutral nations—Burma, Cambodia 
and Malaya — proposed by Laotian King 
Savang Vathana. The commission would 
guard against foreign interference in Laos. 
Cambodia has rejected the plan. 


2. An international conference, possibly of 
the 14 nations proposed by Cambodia. In- 
clusion of this proposal, coupled with Prince 
Souvanna’s approval of the three-nation com- 
mission, could alter Cambodia’s disapproval 
of the commission. The United States has 
opposed the 14-nation conference because 
Red China would attend. 


3. A meeting of the government, the neu- 
tralists and the Pathet Lao. 

4. Neutralization of Laos and the holding 
of general elections. 


This plan seems to be a fair compromise 
that can be supported by all those who gen- 
uinely want a peaceful and independent Laos. 
It provides the framework for an equitable 
and permanent solution. If the Russians re- 
fuse to go along, they will be plainly marked 
as obstructionists. 

President Kennedy, in his message sent to 
Premier Khrushchev through Ambassador 
Thompson, is reported by British sources to 
have asked for a clear definition of Soviet 
intentions in Laos, and to have assured 
Khrushchev that the United States now wants 
a united, independent and neutral Laos. If 
the Soviet Union wants the same thing, the 
means seem to be at hand. 


Salvage Job 

Gov. Dalton refuses to surrender his con- 
flict-of-interest program despite the gloomy 
outlook in the Legislature. Many legislators 
are proposing two years of study of ethics 
in government before any bills are passed. 
The Governor, however, believes some meas- 
ure could be salvaged without waiting for 
study, and what he particularly wants sal- 
vaged is a code of ethics for legislators, state 
officers and employes. 

A code of ethics is unquestionably desir- 
able, but it also might prove rather meaning- 
less unless it were enforceable. Nor would 
a code answer legislators’ objections to the 
Governor’s program. The members objected 
to the proposal to forbid legislators to accept 
fees for representing clients before state 
agencies. We think the legislators were 
wrong, but would they object any less to a 
code which said such conduct was unethical 
but did not forbid it? 

The most salvageable part of the conflict- 
of-interest program ought to be that requir- 
ing registration of lobbyists. The public has 
a right to know what pressures, from what 
sources, with what money, are exerted on 
its elected representatives. The need for a 
lobby information act was clear long before 
Gov. Dalton campaigned for broader codes 
of ethics. If the Legislature cannot agree to 
anything else, certainly it should agree to a 
lobby registration act — and no study is 
needed for that. 

Unfortunately Gov. Dalton weakened his 
case for any conflict-of-interest legislation 
when he tolerated the acceptance of lobbying 
fees by his hand-picked state Democratic 
chairman, John W. Inglish. We still think 
Mr. Inglish ought to give up one job or the 
other. But whether he does or not, Missouri 
needs a lobby registration act. 


British Columbia’s Objections 


The Canadian province of British Colum- 
bia may, it seems, offer an impediment to the 
Canadian-United States treaty for the Colum- 
bia River even at this late date, when 17 
years’ effort is on the verge of being crowned 
with success. British Columbia has jurisdiz- 
tion over the resources of the Columbia, 
which flows entirely within that province 
from its headquarters to its crossing of the 
United States border. 

It would be a sad turn indeed for both 
countries if this signal achievement in behalf 
of one of the richest river resources on the 
North American continent should be over- 
turned. The treaty has been signed by Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker and President FEisen- 
hower and is before the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee for recommendation as 
to its ratification by the Senate. It must also 
be ratified by the Dominion Parliament. 

The British Columbia provincial Govern- 
ment is now demanding precise power esti- 
mates and a guaranteed power cost of 3.77 
mills a kilowatt-hour, matters which could 
more constructively have been taken up while 
the long negotiations were in progress. Pro- 
vincial Premier Bennett is cool to the Colum- 
bia development. The United States Govern- 
ment, which has its own troubles from time 
to time persuading States that their interests 
and the national interest are closely con- 
nected, is in a position to understand and 
sympathize with ‘a parallel case on the 
Dominion Government’s side. 

If it is not the purpose of the British Colum- 
bia authorities to obstruct for obstructionism’s 
sake, and if they are willing to listen to 
reason, surely Ottawa. and Washington will 
be able to give them enough facts and figures 
to convince them that a breakdown of the 
treaty processes would be a' costly setback 
for that province in common with most of 
the continent.

President Woodrow Wilson once con- 
fessed his ignorance of 80 per cent of 
the candidates he voted for. In 1959 
nearly nine out of ten voters stated 
that they knew little or nothing about 
candidates listed on the ballot, accord- 
ing to Dr. Gallup. 

How short should the ballot be? 
It should be short enough to enable 


the voter to made decisions on an in- 
formed basis. Richard S. Childs, 
founder of the short ballot movement, 
believes it should contain no more 
than five choices. 


The logical way to shorten the ballot 
is to remove all minor non policy- 
making offices as coroner, sheriff, 
etc.; and all important offices of a 
specialized character on which the 
voter is not qualified to judge, for ex- 
ample, judges, treasurer, attorney 
general, etc. 


The average voter is no more 
equipped to choose judges, comptrol- 
lers, secretaries of state, engineers 
and a host of other offices still on 
many state and local ballots than he 
is to select the head of the Atomic 
Energy Commission or Federal Re- 
serve System. A better method would 
be to remove such technical posts 
from the ballot and appoint them on 
the basis of civil service examinations 
or some other kind of merit system. 
According to Dr. Gallup, the majority 
of American adults (52 per cent) favor 
such a move, 


Besides stimulating more thoughtful 
voting, a shorter ballot would help 
reduce the number of voters who 
sometimes fail to vote because of con- 
fusion over the long list of candidates 
and issues, A 1959 Gallup study 
showed that. nearly one voter in five 
admitted occasionally failing to vote 
because of the long ballot and uncer- 
tainty about the mechanics of voting. 


Prior Censorship Is Bad Law From The Detroit News

Between Book Ends Billy The Kid Was aPiker 


THE LIFE OF JOHN WESLEY HAR- 
DIN, as Written by Himself—With 
an Introduction by Robert G. McCub- 
bin. (University of Oklahoma Press, 
149 pgs., $2.) 


In an era notable for badmen and 
gunslingers, John Wesley Hardin was 
perhaps the most notorious. Billy the 
Kid was a piker compared to him. By 
the time he was 18 years of age he 
had killed 27 men and at his death at 
the age of 42, his total killings stood 
at 44, | 


Much has been written about Wes 
Hardin, the writers through the years 
depending on Hardin’s book for source 
material and in most instances de- 
parting very little from his autobiogra- 
phy. The book is carefully written, 
so well written in fact, that some au- 
thorities believe it came from the pen 
of a ghost writer. 


It is the belief of this reviewer that 
Hardin did write the book but had 
some help in doing it. He tells of his 
life up to his death .at the hands of 
another gunman and his death is -dis- 
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and the Supreme Court ruled against 
them in a 5-to-4 decision.

man in boxing history has been able to accomplish—regain the

And the one man who did it 
is Floyd Patterson, Ingemar's 
opponent tonight in the third 
hout between the two. Patter- 
son recaptured the crown last 
20 when he knocked out 
Johansson in the fifth round. 
Johansson won it June 26, 1959 
when he stopped Patterson in 
the third round, flooring Floyd 
seven times in the process.

Johansson scaled 
and Patterson 19434 at the weigh- 
in this morning, an advantage of 
113, pounds for the challenger. 
Each man weighed the heaviest 
of his career. 

Johansson had weighed 196 for 
their first bout and 194% for 
their second; Patterson scaled 
182 and 190. 

Few boxing experts give Ingo 
a real chance of matching Pat- 
terson’s feat in regaining the 
title. The champion rules the 
betting favorite at 1 to 4, with

12,000 Crowd Expected. 


The scheduled 15-round bout at 
the new and beautiful Conven- 
tion Hall will start at 10:30 
o'clock Miami time (9:30 o'clock 
St. Louis time). 

There will be no home tele- 
vision but the fight will be on 
view at 207 arenas and theaters 
throughout the country on closed 
TV circuits. Loew's Mid-Town 
and Loew’s State are the St. 
Louis outlets. The radio broad- 
cast will be over ABC (KSD 
will carry it in St. Louis). 

There has been no great rush 
to buy tickets which are priced 
at $100, $50 and $20, for the live 
show. A crowd of about 12,000 
with receipts not exceeding 
$500,000 is expected in a build- 
ing that has a 16,000 capacity.

Patterson is. a better all- 
round boxer and puncher than 
Johansson. Floyd has a wonder- 
ful left hand, particularly with 
his hooks. His right packs dyna- 
mite, too. He is faster on his 
feet and with his hands than 
Ingo. 

Johansson in training has 
worked to improve his left-hand 
attack and has given some indi- 
cation in his workouts that he 
has succeeded. And yet his left 
hand in previous matches was 
merely a flick. Whether his new- 
found skill with the weapon will 
stay with him in the fight is one 
of the intangibles. 

Some boxing men feel that 
Johansson will try for a quick 
knockout and if that doesn’t suc- 
ceed that he will go out with 
the first good punch that comes 
his way.

One of the sharpest critics of New York has had in years 
was Nikita Khrushchev and it’s a shame Nikita’s opinions on 
other subjects are so generally deplorable because his opin- 
fons on New York were very sound. 

New York’s—in fact, America’s—sharpest critics have 
come from far away, generally abroad. (Some of our warm- 
est admiration comes from abroad, too). Not long ago J. B. 
Priestley, the English novelist and gadfly, was in town, and 
he pointed out some things that are painfully obvious to every- 
one except the people who live here. 


He said—and I quote—“The hotel we stayed in a 
year ago is now being pulled down. There seemed 
nothing wrong with the building. 

“It was better than the staff, which appeared to 
consist of disgruntled Central European aristocrats 
behind the reception desk, ancient and bewildered 
Irish chambermaids, and waiters, dark and sullen and 
almost without language, who had been brought from 
islands not yet marked on any map. 


“The parts of New York (like many another city) that 
ought to have been pulled down years ago never seem to be 
touched, but buildings that other cities would be delighted to 
possess ere torn down just for the hell of it. In the same 
fashion, while the Central Avenues, Fifth and Madison and 
Park, are more imposing, some of the outer avenues, where 
the big money does not find its way, are more and more like 
garbage heaps in a high wind.” 

All true, too true. One thing that I ought to explain to 
Priestley is that it’s not only other cities that wanted these 
buildings, New York wanted them too. Find a New Yorker 
who didn’t mourn the passing of the Ritz Hotel or the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel or who won’t mourn the passing of the Plaza 
or the Metropolitan Opera House. 

What Mr. Priestley failed to add is that these splendid 

structures were replaced by perfectly horrible buildings whose 
standards of beauty and comfort and utility were lower than 
any edifice in my grandfather’s day. For instance, Mr, Priest- 
ley, we tore down six blocks of Greenwich Village including 
some marvelous old houses to build a barracks called Wash- 
ington Square Village, which is such a disappointing place to 
live the tenants are now suing the City. 
- Now the City is proposing to raze some of the last of the 
Gity’s eighteenth century houses in Greenwich Village, whose 
chief crime is that they are beautiful, in order to put up 
buildings about which the only thing you can safely predict 
fs that they will be hideous, uncomfortable, and unsoundly 
designed. And when you ask why this has to be some one will 
tell you: “Well, you can’t stop progress.”” (Never has a word 
been so abused as that word progress.) 

It was another Englishman, Robert Morley, who first 
pointed out to me New York’s distressing habit of tearing 
down good buildings to put up bad ones and meanwhile leav- 
ing the really awful parts of Manhattan to fester. In London, 
Morley said, new construction is shunted to where it is 
needed.

AFTER a seven-year vacation, 
Mickey Spillane’s private-eye, 
Mike Hammer, will be back in 
the book world again this spring, 
slapping beautiful women, drink- 
ing whisky and shooting quicker 
than the other guy. 

But even Mickey wonders if a 
single eyebrow will be raised 
when the new book is published. 

Several years ago Spillane was 
the battered target of educators, 
sociologists and the literati for 
fostering sex and violence in fic- 
tion. But since then, Mickey 
notes, the climate of television 
and fiction has become satu- 
rated with gore. 

“All of my early stuff they 
complained so bitterly about is 
now looked upon as mild,”’ he 
says. “I was the first in the 
field, but now they’ve even got 
women writers who purvey more 
violence and tough talk than I 
ever did.” 

Despite the justice of this ob- 
servation, one fact emerges. 
None has been able to equal the 
phenomenal Spillane sales record 
of 70,000,000 copies for seven 
books

THE QUESTION: I am the mother of a second grader 
who is 6 years old. He is young for the grade, I know, but 
I don’t think he should be going through the ordeal he is. 
I keep getting notes from his teacher saying that he is not at 

ss grade level and he is im- 
mature. 

I never had trouble with 
him in kindergarten or 
first grade. If anything 
came up, I always co- 
operated with the teach- 
ers. But with this teach- 
er, it is impossible. She 
sees nothing good that he 
does. He used to love 
school and cried to go. 
Now he cries to stay 
home. . 

He does his homework 
every night without any 

trouble and I send it in to his teacher to show that he does 
his work. She never gives him any praise or sends him on 
errands for her like the other children. She just seems to 
pick on him all the time. I have sent her notes asking if 
my boy is doing any better but she hasn’t replied. 

Maybe I'm being over-protective, but if I’m not, who will 
be? I would appreciate it if you would advise me what to do. 


THE ANSWER: There is a definite lack of under- 
standing between you and your child’s teacher. Won- 
derful things happen to children when they feel their 
mother and teacher are working together and like 
each other. 

Stop this ‘“‘cold war” letter writing and invite this 
teacher to your home for coffee (sort of smoking the 
“peace-pipe”). You will benefit by a better under- 
standing of what she is trying to do and her problems 
in handling a large group of children. She will handle 
and understand your child better because of her closer 
glimpse of his home life and parent. 


THE QUESTION: My daughter received an S- in writing 
on her first report card and went down to an M- on her re- 
cent report card. I haven’t had a conference with her teacher 
yet, but I don’t feel that her writing has suffered this much. 

My daughter is left-handed and she tends to write her 
letters and numbers backwards about one-eighth of the time. 
She reads very well and doesn’t seem to see the letters back- 
wards. I’ve been told she is second in her class in reading. 

What as her parent, can I do to help her overcome this 
problem in writing? She is in first grade. 


THE ANSWER: This is a very common error

“ADVERTISE for a couple of 
parents, both belonging to long- 
lived families, some years be- 
fore birth.” 

This was the advice piven b 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holzens wind 
than 100 years ago to Americans 
who wanted to live longer than 
their contemporaries, and it is 
no more helpful today than it 
was then. 

What the world knows about 
inheriting longevity reminds us 
of the story of the New Hamp- 
shire farmer who had spent an 
hour listening to a politician 
speaking on the town common. 
A late-arriving neighbor asked 
the farmer, ‘‘What’s he talkin’ 
about ?”’ 

And the farmer replied, ‘‘He 
don’t say.” 

We do know that disease can 
kill us unless we can resist it, 
or can be immunized against it. 
But why are some humans nat- 
urally immune to some diseases? 
Is this a secret treasury of 
strength that we inherit? Is this 
the priceless gift of heredity? 


Some scientists think it is 
quite possible that men can 
inherit resistance and natural 
immunity, and recent research 
has isolated a serum sub- 
stance named properdin which 
seems to play a significant 
role in maintaining the body's 
natural resistance against 
disease. Does this mean that 
if we inherit enough proper- 
din, we are likely to suffer 
fewer illnesses; or that some 
day we may be able to be in- 
jected with it and collect our 
neglected inheritance through 
a hypodermic syringe? 


Inheritance by hypo would in- 
deed be helpful, assuming that 
there is some strong validity in 
the natural inheritance of some- 
thing that keeps us from wear- 
ing out. What do the 402 oldsters 
in this study show us about in- 
heriting long lives? 

Here is what 
shows: 

Twenty-six per cent had at 
least one parent who lived to 90 
or more. 

Thirty-nine per cent had at 
east one parent or brother or 
sister who lived to 90 or more. 


Forty-four percent had some 
lood relative who lived to 90 or 


more. | 


» Fifty-one per cent had at 
least one parent who lived to 
80 or more. 


» Seventy-three per cent had at 
least one parent or a brother or 
sister who lived to 80 or more. 


» Eighty-one per cent had some 
blood relative who lived to be 80 
or more. 

Thus it appears that if old age 
is a contagious disease, then &1 
per cent of our old people caught 
it in the blood stream. However, 
19 per cent of them probably 
caught it from some other place, 
and this number—almost one- 
fifth of the total—seems to be 
most interesting. 

Obviously, good heredity is not 
something that we must have 
in order to live long, for fully 
half of our respondents had 


our survey 


lived to 119. 

On the other hand, a 99-vear- 
old Philadelphia woman was or- 
phaned at 3, her father dying in 
his twenties of tuberculosis and 
her mother dying soon there- 
after. She has no long-lived rel- 
atives in her family. And there 
is John Richardson, 101, of Eas- 
ton, Pa., whose parents died in 
their fifties—his mother of a 
stroke, his father of pneumonia 
—and whose brother and sister 
died as infants. There seems to 
be no doubt that heredity ‘is ex- 
ceedingly important in longevity, 
but there is no reason for the 
average American to despair if 
he seeks long life and has short- 
lived ancestors. The odds do 
seem to be against him, but he 
does have a chance. 


There are several interpreta- 
tions of “a good inheritance.” 
Some say it is a tougher mind 
and body, or an instinct for 
careful living. Others say it is 
a perfect set of genes, or a 
miraculous amount of wonder- 
ful luck. Or it can be an im- 
munity to disease. 


Which brings us to a measure- 
ment problem caused by modern 
medicine and its antibiotics. Per- 
haps this can be called ‘“‘acci- 
dental death by disease.” For 
example, let us look back a few 
paragraphs to the case of John 
Richardson, 101, whose father 
died of pneumonia, and at the 
99-year-old Philadelphia woman 
whose father died of tubercu- 
losis in his twenties. Today 
both of those deaths would be 
very unlikely; actually they 
might be considered medical ac- 
cidents. A century ago—when 
the parents and grandparents of 
our 402 oldsters were living and 
dying—the killers were typhoid 
and scarlet fever, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, diarrhea and enter- 
itis and diphtheria; and doctors 
were comparatively helpless 
against them. 

Yet, a death by these causes 
(as with a death by accident or 
in a war) eliminates an ancestor 
from the longevity race, and we 
cannot know how long he would 
have lived had he not been 
brought down by a disease germ 
or a Minie ball. We can hope 
that heart disease—today’s lead- 
ing killer—would not have killed 
him at 50 if pneumonia had not. 
But we cannot know. 

Now, here is one of the un- 
usual case histories we found: 

He’s a short runt of a man, a 
wonderful liar of a man who 
has told the truth just 
as little as possible in his long, 
long life. 

He lives in a public rest home 
in a southern state, and he lied 
to us as we worked on this study. 
He lied so professionally he al- 


most got away with it; he al-—

The Reprobate has his vices but he is calm about them. 


It’s a flexible theology, easily 
bent to fit a desire, very diffi- 
cult to break. He told us, ‘You 
can live as long you like if you 
concentrate. You see life is 
really a dream; we are imagin- 
ing everything we do, and we 
must enjoy our dream. We never 
die; we go on forever. There is 
no end. There is no beginning 
and no end.” 


If life is indeed a dream, it 
has been a long one for The 
Reprobate; a long one, a full 
one, and one in which he has 
violated almost every long- 
life principle (except heredity) 
adhered to by the other 401 
persons in this study. 


When he was 15, because his 
mother wanted him to become 
a priest, he was sent to a Euro- 
pean monastery. He lasted less 
than two years, and when he left 
he was no longer a Roman Cath- 
olic. He entered a tiny European 
army where he remained for 10 
years, reaching the grade of 
captain, and fencing for exer- 
cise. 

He spoke two Romance Jlan- 
guages in addition to English, 
and he began to wander the 
world. For some reason he 
changed his name. He traveled 
to the New World, working 
throughout South America as an 
interpreter, remembering Buenos 
Aires as ‘‘the gate of heaven” 
and wanting to return there. 


“I've been married — three 
times,’ he told us, “And that's 
the best system. Each time | 
was divorced I took a house- 
keeper for six months. If she 
worked out, I married her; if 
not, I fired her and tried some 
other woman. Getting housekeep- 
ers was easy.” 


But apparently keeping wives 
was more difficult. ‘I've always 
had trouble with women,” he ad- 
mitted. 

Temperamentally he is a har- 
mony in discords. He speaks 
long and seriously of gentle, 
peaceful living, but brags that 
he is descended from. pirates. He 
describes himself as a “‘cheery, 
hard-to-provoke”’ man with a 
quick temper. He says tobacco 
will cut short a man’s life, but 
seems proud that he's ‘‘smoked 
cigarettes since before I was 
born.’’ He appears to adore chil- 


dren, but when he’s asked if he |

In his food habits, he ignores |

He is also one of the com- 
paratively few (26 per cent) 
night-howlers in the group. He

By all rules of long life, The 
Reprobate should not have 
lived past 40, but the confusing 
facts are that he has by more 
than a half a century. And 
while it is unlikely that he 
will reach the 150 years he has 
set for his goal, if any human 
can make it, it would seem 
that The Reprobate has a good 
chance. 


For, despite his contradictions, 
and his habits of blithely ignor- 
ing the conventions of society, he 
is a most charming man. In fact, 
perhaps it is these things that 
make him seem one of the most 
human of the men in this study, 
He is a liar, indeed, and he ap- 
parently feels that. rules were 


not written for such as he: 
he is not a worrier, either,

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Dogs, Like Humans, Are Mixed-Up 


By Joy Miller 


NEW YORK, March 13 (AP). 

DOGS ARE INTROVERTS and 
extroverts just like people, says 
Bob Bartos, an expert on canine 
character. Some, in fact, grow 
into four-leged facsimilies of 
their owners. 

“I have a feeling,’’ Bartos says 
seriously, “‘that dogs that get 
too human can be a little dis- 
honest. He knows what he’s sup- 
posed to do, and he knows that 
you know he knows. But he’s 
come to like the soft life, and 
wants to do everything the easy 
way.” 

Basically, dogs are very much 
what you allow them to be, says 
Bartos, a professional handler, 
specialty judge and manager of 
a big research kennel in the 
Pacific northwest. 

“With 114 recognized breeds, 
of all sizes, shapes and dispo- 
sitions, you can’t make flat 
statements about dogs’ tempera- 
ments any more than you can 
about human nationalities. 


It’s true a highstrung, fre- 
netic woman can make a nerv- 
ous wreck out of a lot of ani- 
mals, but a phlegmatic basset, 
for exanple, probably wouldn’t 
be bothered.” 


Bringing up dogs is very much 
like raising children, he ex- 
plains, The most important 
things are patience, consistency 
and good management. *‘And no 
one is worse for a dog, 'or a 
child, than a person who is un- 
decided, You've got to make 
sure he understands exactly what 
you want him to do, and then 
make sure he does it every time. 
Some people get the point across 


all right, then they don’t follow 
through.”’ 

But Bartos, who has raised 
three children and innumerable 
dogs, says we expect too much 
of our dogs—and children, too. 

“We expect them to adjust im- 
mediately to every situation. 
Most people who expect a dog 
to be worldly first take him to 
a busy shopping district and 
drag him all around to expose 
him to everything. This is the 
worst thing in the world to do. 
He has to be prepared gradu- 
ally. If you do have an extro- 
vert who takes readily to crowds, 
he may have other faults. Some- 
times the dogs which are the 
hardest to train retain the train- 
ing longer. Impatience is an own- 
er’s worst fault.” 

“Bartos’s experience with dogs 
goes back to childhood. His par- 
ents raised German Shepherds
